IF ACTION WON WITNESS 
WAS TO SHARE MONEY 


Girl Testifies in the Barnes-Clay 
Case That Plaintiff's Family 
Held Out This Promise to Her. 


The taking of depositions in the $100,000 
damage suit of George Morris, Jr., against 
Clarence A. Barnes, A. GQ Barnes, Frank R. 
Jesse and J. G. Lakenan, which has been 
in progress in the offices of Boyle, Priest 
& Lehman, was abruptly suspended at 1 
o' lock Wednesday afternoon, fqllowing a 
consultation between attorneys of both 
sides. 

The suspension is for ten days and the 
taking of the depositions may be resumed 
by either side giving notice at the end of 
that time, but it ts very improbable that it 
will be resumed. 

The suspension, proposed by the attarneys 
for the plaintiff, résulted from definite re- 
pudiation by Miss Alyce Goodwin of her 
former ‘testimony relative to the letters on’ 
which Morris’ allegations of conspiracy 
rested, and the introduction of letters from 
Morris to her alluding to compensation, 
present and prospective, for her testimony.

ploye of Linz. She supposed that the let- 
ter heads of the defendants, on which she 
¢opied the letters, were obtained from a 
stenographer of the defendants. 


Detective Works in Interim. 
Miss Goodwin's change of attitude is at- 
tributed to the work of Frank White, a 
private detective in the employ of the de- 
fense, during the three weeks’ interim 
since Miss Goodwin made her original 


- statements. 


When, after the suspension of the pro- 
ceedings, Miss Guvodwin was told that she 
would not need to come to the office again 
without notice except tu sign her name to 
her deposition she said she did not know 
whether she would be im the city. 

Miss Goodwin told on the witness stand 
Wednesday what led to her change of atti- 
tude. 

Questioned by Mr. Lehmann, she said she 
met White on the street a few days 
ago and told him she was afradd she was 
being dragged into something which would 
cause her trouble. 

‘He advised her, she said, to tal kto her 
employers about it. She spoke to Murray 
Carleton, but did not go into details. He 
advised her to tell nothing but the truth, 
and referred her to his attorney, Mourton 
Jordan, but she Mid not get a chance to 
talk to him. 

She first met Morris, she said, in January, | 
19044. In April of that year he went to her 
at Dallas with copies of letters written 
on St. George Hotel paper, in his writ- 
ing, and gave her letter heads of the de- 
fendants and at his request she made 
copies of the letters. 

At the bottom of three of them she put 
the initiais “B"’ and at the bottom of the 
other three the initial “J” to indicate the 
Barnes and Jesse signatures. 

‘She said Morris made corrections in the 
letters and had her copy them again and 
she kept the copies on which the correc- 
tions had been marked. 

She had a slight suspicion, she said, and 
kept the coples with the corrections 
marked on them for her protection. She 
added that she had all of the correspond- 
enoe that she had received from Morrié or 
his relatives or friends, 

Bhe said that the meeting with Morris 
had come about from her telling a wom- 
an who was a witness in the case at Dal- 
jas against him that she had seen some 
suepicious letters. 

The family of Morris; she said, had been 
very good to her. They had visited her 
when she was in the hospital and his sis- 
ter and mother had said that she would 
get one-fourth of what Morris recovered in 
the suit.

DEFICIT CANNOT BE 
OUT DOWN AT PRESENT 


Sceretary Says Internal Revenues 
or Tariff Must Be Increased as 
the Reduction of Nation’s Ex- 
penses Is Nearly Impossible. 


COLUMBUS, O., May 2.—The need for 
Tailroad rate regulation, the treasury defi- 
elt, the tariff, the Monroe Doctrine, the 
country’s foreign policy—all were dealt 
With by Gecretary of War Taft in hig ad- 
dress today as Chaigman of the Ohio Re 
publHean Staté Convention. 

Taking up, first the rallroad rate situa- 
tion the Secretary pointed out that, des. 
pite all the Interstate Comnierce Commis 
sion has been able to do, much inequality 
and many injustices still remain. 

‘The proposed’ remedial law, in the form 
in which it passed the House of Repre- 
sentatives,’ continued the speaker, “did 
not provide for a general fixing of a table 
of rates by the Commmssion, but only 
called for the fixing of maximum rates 
upon complaint concerning a specific in- 
justice. 

“It seems a moderate measure, calculated 
to give the adided power to the Commission 
necessary to effectiveness in remedying 
specHic wrongs in rates without creating 
an all-powerful tribunal which shall, !n 
advance, take away from railroads the 
power of rate making, and of elastically 
responding to varying conditions, 

“Mr. Bryan represents an element of 
the Democratic party which is hastening 
toward a doctrine by which vested in- 
terests are little regarded. 

“He is formulating a doctrine in favor 
of Government ownership of eommercial 
railroads, to which he hopes to lead his 
party. ‘ 

“I refer to this as an additional reason 
why we should take all reasonable steps 
to remedy such abuses, in the direalion of 
an inereased and effective power of gov- 
ernmental supervision and regulation, in 
order to meet the argument that Govern- 
ment ownership is the only cure.”

A resolution stating in its preamble that 
the railroads were exercising governmenta! 
rights ‘net lawfully theirs, which asked the 
league to approve of increasing the power 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
occasioned a warm discussion. Many mem- 
bers advocated a resoletion disapproving | 
increase of power to the commission al- 
though the object of the increase was to 
render the rulings of the commission easier 
to é@énforce. 

Only 75 members respended to the call. 
Cyrus P. Walbridge, who presided, outlined 
the causes which led to the meeting which 
was, he said, the action of the executive 
committee in sending a committee of three 
to appear before the Senate committee on 
interstate commerce and oppose any en- 
largeinent of the powers of .the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The committee 
from the league was made up of Murray 
Carleton, William K. Bixby and Corwin H. 
Spencer. Only Mr. Carleton,.W. F. Saun- 
ders, secretary, and P. T. Bryan, attorney 
for the league went to Washington. 


Not Attempt to Muzzle. 


Mr. Walbridge said that the appointment 
of the committee was not an attempt to 
muzzle the members of the society who 
took exception to the views of the cdém- 
mittee. 

“Every man in the league will have a 
chance to express his views,” said Mr. 
Walbridee. ‘and I hove this will not de- 
velop into a factional fight or cause in- 
harmony among the members of the 
leaxue.’

William 8 McKnight, 88 years old, who 
proudly boasts that he is the oldest na- 
tive-born St. Loulsan, disappeared from 
the Southern Hotel Monday and found nim- 
seif and returned to that hostelry Wednes- 
day morning.

“Yesterday, about noon, I walked 
out of the hotel, and took a notion I 
wanted to see my old friend, Sampson, 
who lives out at Meramec Highlands. His 
first name? Well, well! I have known 
Sampson 40 years, but do you know I 
can’t think of his first name? Maybe he 
hasn’t any!’ and he chuckled gleefully. 

“So I took a street car and ‘rode out 
there. I had lunch with Sampson, and 
then when it began to get late I started 
back to the city. I met some friends, 
and they took me around to the Boulevard 
Hotel, where I decided I would spend the 
night. This morning I heard. my son-in- 
law was greatly excited about my ‘ dis- 
appearance, and I came eround to see 
about it. 

“And do you know,” he chuckled again, 
‘when I got here my son-in-law was lost! 
I think I shall have to speak to the po- 
lice about him! There are the hotel peo- 
ple now, telephoning everywhere in an ef- 
fort to find him! I shall have to keep 
a close watch on him!” 

Mr. McKnight went to the Boulevard 
Hotel at 108 North Broadway at 7 o’clock 
Tuesday evenng and asked for a room: He 
gave his name and said he was stopping 


at the Southern, but the clerk thought he 
was joking. He could not understand why 
a guest of the Southern should choose to 
sleep at the Boulevard, three blocks away- 
Mr. McKnight was given a 680-cent room 
and in a short time retired. 


He Identified Himself, 


He arose at 7 o'clock Wednesday and, 
after getting breakfast, sat down: in the 
hotel ofitice and began to talk with other 
guests. His good nature attracted a num-

GRAND JURY IN AUTOS 
FINDS POORHOUSE IN 
~ AWFUL CONDITION 


ao 


St. Louis’ eleemosynary institutions were 
officially visited Tuesday by the grand 
jury, and an official review on. the condi- 
tion of the various institutions will be a 
feature of the report, which will be re- 
turned on the day that the present grand 
jury is discharged. 

The start on the tour of inspection was 
made promptly at 9 o'clock, when the mem- 
bers of the body assembled at Grand ave- 
nue and Olive street and boarded automo- 
biles. The first stop was made at the Poor- 
house. 

Henry E. Hart is the superintendent of 
this institution, which the jury found to 
be more overcrowded and in a more de- 
plorable condition than any institution 
which the city provides for its wards. Mr. 
Hart conducted the jury on its tour of the 
premises. 

Members of the grand jury say that the 
Poorhouse is misnamed. It is more of an 
asylum for the insane than it is a haven 
for the poor. Tuesday there were 1420 in- 
mates. Of these, 920 were insane patients. 
Of the inmates 75 per cent are men. There 
are 40 children who make their home in 
this most western of the city institutions, 

The main building at the Poorhouse, 
which was built 36 years ago, and which is 
sadly in need of répair, is given over exclu- 
sivély to the care of the insane. The iron 
bars that protect all of the windows in the 
east and west wings proclaim the character 
of the place. On the west wing a large 
addition is being built, and this, too, has 
the iron bars, which show that it is being 
made in readiness.to house those of un- 
sound mind. 

The central part of the main structure 
contains the quarters of the officials, the 
 arug store, offices, and in the basement of 
this section is the kitchen and dining 


rooms. 
Buildings in Poor Condition. 

The west wing and certain floors of the 
east wing are devoted to the care of the 
insane men. The women are confined ex- 
clusively in the east wing. Because of the 
ancient architecture “and the deoay into 
which most of the building has fallen, it 
is impossible to obtain the best sanitary 
results. Throughout the east wing the 
‘plaster has fallen in many spots and the 
east walls are almost always damp. | In 
some of the wards the joists, which have 
been in place since the building was erect- 
ed, 36syears ago, have decayed, and the 
floor is sagged in many places. 

The kitchen was found to be in fairly 
good condition. There were granitoid floors 
and everything appeared to be clean and 
wholesome. Most of the help in the kitchen 
is obtained from insane patients. 

It is in the outside buildings where the 

conditions were found most revolting. The 
“barracks,"’ built immediately after the 
tornado in 1886, and intended only as a 
temporary structure, furnished a home for 
most of the paupers. . 
This structure is 330 foet long and. 3% 
feet wide. In it-are kept 320 paupers, one 
for each running \foot. There are no parti- 
{ structure, 


Some of the Buildings Ara ina State of Decay and All Are 
Overcrowded—Better Arrangements at House 
of Refuge and the.

820 feet of length. So overtaxed is this 
structure, that should have been con- 
demned years ago, that there is no room 
for spaces between the cots. The cots 
are placed two adjoining, and then a space 
not to exceed 18 inches is between these 
cots and the next two. And every cot in 
the structure is occupied every night. 


Ventilation Is Bad. 


In the center of the structure on the 
south side are toilet rooms. The bar- 
racks were hurriedly built of green lum- 
ber, the foundation was poor, and the 
building has so settled that the floor is 
full of undulations. The toilet rooms have 
SO sagged that the top has drawn fully 
eight inches from the ceiling. The ventila- 
tion is most imperfect, and the air is ever 
fetid. 


Even more deplorable are the conditions 
that prevail in the annex to the barracks, 
Which stand between the barracks and the 
main building. This is a two-story brick 
building, with one room downstairs and 
one room above. The size of the rooms are 
45x50 feet, and on each floor are 72 cots, 
every one of which is occupied every night, 
and nearly all of the cots are occupled in 
the daytime. For in these apartments are 
kept the aged and infirm. “Most of them 
are unablé to leave their beds, and nearly 
every man there will never leave until he 
is carried to the potter’s field, which is 
in view to the south. 


Cots cover these floors so thickly that 
there is no room for aisles. Many of the 
cots touch each other. Ventilation here is 
most imperfect, and the atmosphere, when 
one enters it from the fresh alr outdoors, 
is almost stifling. 


No attempt is made to separate the races 
or diseased persons. Such an attempt 
eculd only result in failure. for there is 
no room at the disposal of the superin- 
tendent. All colors, and persons suffering 
from nearly every known disease, are hud- 
dled together in these great rooms, con- 
stantly breathing the poisoned air, and the 
wonder is that the mortality is no greater 
than !t is, 


Hospital Is Cheerful. 

One bright spot about the Poorhouse ts 
the hospital. This is a two-story bOrick 
structure, new, and stands just south of 
the east wing of the main building and to 
the east of the barracks. . This is modern, 
is sanitary and is kept scrupulously clean. 
There are baths, both hot and cold, and a 
well lighted and thoroughly equipped oper- 
ating room. The sleeping rooms are ranged 
Oa either side of a well-lighted and venti- 
lated corridor, and two cots are placed in 
each room, The capacity of the hospital 
is 92, and when the condition of the ber- 
racks and the barracks annex is consid- 
ered, it Is Dut slight wonder that the hos- 
pital is always taxed to its utmost. 

The Poorhouse property comprises 47 
acres, and a garden furnishes all of the 
vegetables used by the inmates. The linen 
on the bed@ is changed once a week, and 
every inmate ts required to bathe once a

The wards 
and corridors were scrupulously clean and 
the place was made as cheerful as possible. 
Dr. Atkins stated that most of the incura- 
bles were sent to the Poorhouse, and only 
the better classes were retained in the In- 
sane Asylum.

During the summer months Dr. Atkin 
has the patients out of doofs much of the 
time. The men play baseball and the wom- 
en walk around the grounds. There is 
little restraint on the patients and the gen- 
eral health is good. Of the 40 patients, 
jess than a dozen were under the care of 
the medical physicians. 

The grand jury passed more time at the 
Hiouse of Retuge than at any of the other 
city institutions, and it was apparent that 
they enjoyed their visit there more than at 
any of the others. For there was no evi- 
dence of qvercrowding nor of poverty-or 
affliction that was seen at the other, places. 
The 346 inmates, were all happy, and were 
thoroughly interested in the lives they were 
living. 

A. P. Richardson, the_ superintendent, 
met the grand jurors and they were his 
guests at dinner, served in this residence, 
directly opposite tne main building of the 
House of Kefuge.

After dinner the boys were assembled on 
the campus. The House of Refuge band

At the conclusion of the drill Col. Rich- 
ard M. Johnson, Assistant Circuit Attorney, 
who has charge of the grand jury, made 

boys and girls a pleasant talk. 

Then followed an inspection of the insti- 
tution. The bake shop was first visited. 
This shop proyides the bread for all the 
city institutions, 700 barrels of, flour being 

each week. The shop saves the city 
$60,000 each year, sald Mr. Richardson. Most 
of the work is done by boys under thé di- 
rection of practical bakers. 

Then a visit was made to the schoo}house. 
There is a principal with eight assistant 
teachers. Each inmate is required to at- 
tend school at least half a day. The other 
half a day they are instructed in some 
trade. Bleven different trades are taught 
at the House of se AD sabi 
blacksmithing, painting, shoemaking, tin- 
ning, steam and gas fitting, plumbing, bak- 
ing, gardening and planing mil] working. 
There are 42 paid employes in the House 
of Refuge. 

The shoe shop was one of the most in- 
teresting places visited. This shop is thor- 
oughly equipped. All of the shoes worn by 
the children are made here. The shoes are 
made in their entirety and a fair grade of 
work is turned out. 

There is an extensive library, established 
last vear, The boys built the building, 
constructed the furniture and painted and 
cecurat ,the room. There are many vol- 
umes of books from the pwblic library and 
from private librartes, and many periodi- 
cals donated by individuals. 

The books obtained from the Public Li- 
brary are such as have been condemned 
because of their physical condition. Most of 
them are fiction = authors of widely vary- 
ing reputation, including Dickens, Scott. 
Thackera , Oliver Optic, Marie Corelli and 
Cooper. he books donated by individuals 
are mostly of a lighter class. 

Tho gardens furnish all of the vegetables 
used by the institution ‘and the boys are 
instructed in all branches of gardening and 
floriculture. . 

In the Tlouse of Refuge the races are 
kept separate. All of the boys wear a 
blue uniform, made by the white girls at 
the Refuge. The white girls wear a blue 
gingham uniform and the colored girls 
Pink gingham. The colored ‘girls are em- 
ployed in the launé@ry and kitchen, while 
the white ris are taught sewing. 

The Workhouse was the last institution 
visited. Superintendent Scully conducted 
the jurors through. The bathing appara- 
tus installed during the year was one of 
the improvements noted. None of the pris- 
oners were found in shackles and but 
few of the guards could be seen carrying 
arms. The place was clean everywhere, 
and the two dungeons had no inmates.

Their knowledge is sufficiently exact, 
however, to enable them to trace the cen- 
ters of impulse and action, and they have 
no doubt of their ability, in the present 
case, to discover and remove the cause of 
Brophy's deafness. 

Prophy’s phygical and mental conditions 
are entifely normal except for his high 
voice and his deafness. He eats and sleeps 
well, suffers little pain, and retains his 
normal vigor.

NEW YORK, May 24.—The World says: 
“Government officials predict that at the 
present rate the total immigration in the 
United States this year will exceed 1,000,- 
000. In 1908, the high record year so far, 
there were 857,046 arrivals, while in 1898 
there were only 229,299. 

“Secretary Metcalf urges that the ques- 
tion of distribution is of first importance. 
President Roosevelt's first thought, as 
usual, is more legislation. 

‘Two plans to check the influx of aliens 
are always brought to the fore at such a 
time. One is to impose an educational 
test, the other to raise the head tax, now 
$2, to $25, say—a virtually prohibitive fig- 
ure to many. 

“But the foreigner with little money or 
little education does not always prove the 
least desirable citizens. Pauperism should 
be barred. But are thrift and industry to 
be made unwelcome? 

“For the rest let the sifting of imml}- 
grants begin at the end. There is just 
cause for complaint in that many who are 
unfit for American citizenship pass through 
Ellis Island to our almshouses, hospitals 
and asylums and jails. Make the sifting 
process one of selection, not of exclusion, 
and establish examining bureaus abroad 
for candidates for American citizenship.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 2—The 
case of former Lieutenant-Governor Jonn 
A. Lee, under indictment for perjury as 
a result of his testimony before the. Cole 
County grand, jury relative to the alum 
hoodle was continued by Special 
Judge Davis Marshall this 
morning until June 14.:

Judge Davis thought that a postponement 
of 2 days was ample in which to give the 


defense full opportunity to prepare for 
trial and have its witnesses here. Barton 
sought the continuance on the ground that 
an important witness, I. N. George, a 
member of the Cole County grand jury at 
the March term, 1903,. before which Lee Ir 
alleged to have committed perjury. wis 
now in Hot Springs, Ark., caring for a sick 
brother. 

This application, -which the court re- 
quired to be made in writing, set forth 
that the defendant expects to. prove by 
George that the former Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor made no denials on.no assertions in 
relation to bribery. before the Forty Second 
Géneral Assembly nor.that he gave any 
testimony in relation to Senator Frank H. 
Farris having any arrangement by which 
Farris was to pay .the legislators $15,000 
for corrupting or influencing legislation. 

Furthermore, the application states that 
-he defendant.gave no testimony before the 
grand jury relative .to the sum of $1000 
being paid to him by Daniel-J. Kelley, 
agent of the ‘Baking Powder Trust, to him 
for Farris to secure the latter's vote in be- 
half of the antialum statute. 

The defendant also expects to show that 
no questions were asked of Lee by che 
March, 1903, grand jury in relation to 
Daniel J. Kelley or his mission here to cor- 
rupt the Legislature. 

Hadley-Belch Disagreement. 

Because of the utter lack of harmony 
between Attorney-General ‘Herbert 8. Had- 
iev and Prosecuting Attorney Monroeé Beicn 
of Cole County there is still a probability, 
as indicated in late dispatches to the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday, that the prese- 
eution in the State boodle canes will be 
seriously embarrassed. 

‘Phe strained relations between the local 
prosecutor and the Attorney-General Whé- 
Feame noticeably manifest today when both 
went into court and submitted contrary 
pleas to Judge Davis, relative to the Lee 
and Farris cas¢s. 

Prosecutor Belch informed the court that 
he desired to have Farris tried before Lee. 
There is not a possibility, of course, of con- 
victing Farris without Lee's, testimony. 
Hence if Lee could again be induced to 
turn state's evidence, he would be received 
by the Cole County prosecutor as a: wit- 
ness and probably would then be immune 
from prosecution himself. 


Attorney-General Hadley opposed Belch 
and argued that Judge Davis could not 
well consider the Farris case, since {t was 
not before him for trial. He saw. no rea- 
son why Mr. Lee ‘should not be tried 
now. Belch replied that he understood 
from. the start that the bribery cases of 
Senator Farris and Smith were to precede 
that of Lee and theretore he wanted the 
Lee trial put off until such time as the two 
senators could be prosecuted. . 

But Judge Davis failed. to see . things 
this way. He had nothing to do he said 
with the Farris or Smith casts: he could 
not even consider them in the postpone- 
ment of the Lee trial, 


Belch’s Partner Aids Defense. 


The present situation is samewhat com- 
plicated by the fact that W..s Pope, law 
partner of Prosecuting Attorney Belch, !s 
‘assisting Attorney Joseph Bgirton tn de- 
fense of the ex-lieutenant governor. ‘Mr 
Pope !s also associated In the defense of 
Senator Frank H. Farris. 

When @ iocal: case was called hére fo: 
trini this tmerning Prosecutor .Belch | dis- 
wualificd himeelf on the ground that his 
,associate, W. S. Pope, was engaged on the 
side of the defense. . 


Indictments are pending against doth 
Kelley and the late President Zeigier for 
bribery growing out of the alum scandal. 
Kelley is charged with having paid the 
, $800 boodle fund to Lee for the mambers 
of the Senate Criminal! Jurisprudence Com- 
mittee and Zeigler was accused of furnish- 
ing the boodlie money to Kelley. Gov. 
O*Dell of New York refused .to honor a 
requisition for Zeigler’s return to Missouri 
up to the time of his death. R 

Kelley is now tn London, England, a 
fugitive from = justice. He cannot be 
brought back to the United States be- 
cause there is no extradition treaty  be- 
tween this country and Great .Britain cov- 
ering the offense of bdribery.
